express most heartfelt sympathy, but to take such action as may most fully re- 
lieve their dire sufferings; and being powerless ourselves, as a body, to act in the 
premises, therefore, 
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Besolved t>y the State Board of Mqualination, now in sessioriy That we tender to 
the afflicted ones our profoundest sympathy iu their desolate coodition. 

Resolxedy That it is the duty of the great 8tate of lUinoiB to protect and aid its 
suffering children ; and feeling that the Legislature thereof alone have the power 
to tender such material aid as is or may bo necessary, we do therefore respectfully 
petition his excellency, the Governor, to issue a call for said body to meet at the 
earliest moment, and take such action and grant such aid as it is the duty of this 
State to grant. 

Besol'md^ That as the assessment of Cook county was made at a time when all 
was prosperous, and said assessment has been presented to this Board, we feel 
that we have no power to grant such just relief therein as the exigencies of 
the case demand, and that such relief must be granted by a legislative enactment, 
if at all, we do therefore respectfully ask the Legislature to enact such laws as 
shall produce equity and relieve the unfortunate citizens of Chicago from being 
taxed upon the millions of property of which they have been so suddenly de- 
prived. 

Resolved, That a copy of these resolutions be presented to his Excellency, the 
Governor of this State.

Mr. Milea, Chainnan of the Oommittee on General £qaalizatioD, 
sabmitted the following report : 
To tJis State Board of EqvMizaiion : 

Your Committee on General Equalization report : 

That said Committee has duly considered the separate reports of the Committee 
on Equalization of Personal Property, tho Committee on Equalization of Rail- 
road Property, the Committee on Equalization of Lands, and the Committee on 
Equalization of Town and City Lots, referred to this Committee. 

Your Committee has compiled table " B," herewith submitted as a part of this 
report, showing, by counties, the assessed value — ^the rates per cent, added and de- 
ducted, where such have been determined — and the equalized yalue for each class 
of property. 

Your Committee has made some changes, as will be shown by reference to the 
reports of the respective Committees above named. The changes made were 
not intended to change the aggregate value of the different classes of property 
in a county, but to equalize the different classes of prpperty in the same county. 

Your Committee, acting under instructions from the Board to examine and con- 
sider whether either of the classes of property in tho State were assessed, in the 
aggregate, at a relatively lower rate than the other classes of property m the 
State, and if so found, to determine what per centum should be added to said 
class or classes of property, determined that railroad property, as a class of pro- 
perty, was assessed relatively lower than any other class of property in the State, 
and added twenty -five. per cent, to that class of property; and the aggregate so 
obtained was deducted, pro rata, from all the property of the State. 

Y'our Committee also present the accompanying table "B," showing the rates per 
cent, added and deducted in each class of property in the several counties, and 
in the city of Quincy.

Reiolved, That the Chairman be allowed the same per diem for the time occu- 
pied in making the con^parison of the permanent record of the proceedings of the 
present session, as he is entitled to as a member of the Board, to be certified by 
the Chairman and Secretary, to the Govemof , for his approval, and to the Audi- 
tor of Public Accounts, for payment.

Resolved, That the Chairman and Secretary of this Board be directed to certify 
to the time the clerks of committees have been engaged, and that upon said cer- 
tificate, they be entitled to pay for the same. 

Mr. Bandle offered the following preamble and resolution, which 
were adopted : • 

Whbreas, God, in his providence, has graciously preserved all our lives, and 
permitted us to meet again and transact the business of another session ; there- 
fore, 

Jtetoived, That we are under renewed obligations to love and adore that hand 
which has so graciously preserved us ; and in view of the gentlemanly deport- 
ment and kind forbearance of all the members of this Board, exercised toward 
each other at this session, we still have reason to cherish the kindest feelings of 
regard and best wishes for each others future prosperity and happiness.

The Board adjourned until the first Tuesday in October, 1872, un- 
less sooner convened by. law.
